So few details are known to the Hongkong 
public concerning the personality of our. new 


‘Governor that, though on different occasions’ 


we have published comments containing the 


bscanty information to hand, we may be 


excused for again referring to the subject in 
our leading columns, Further advices now 
reach us which ‘give an interesting insight 
into the individuality of the gentleman who 
is soon to be entrusted, de Jacto, with the 
well-being of this Colony, Sir Matthew is a 
son of the late Sir Jdnah Nathan, of Pem- 
bridge Square, whilom, a member of the 
famous firm of De la Rue and Co., and was 
born‘on the grd of January, 1862. He is 
thus only forty-two years of age. He joined 
the Royal Engineers on May 1gth, 1880, 
from the Royal Military Academy, Wool- 
wich, where he received the Pollock’ medal, 
as the most distinguished cadet of his term, 
and the sword for exemplary good conduct. 
{lis Subsequent career was a most distin- 
guished one. © Promoted to his captaincy on 
the rgth May,- 1886, and Major on October 
aand, 1898, he served in Sierra Leéne, in

TYPHOON SHELTERS, 

The Hon. Gershem. Stewart in moving 
“That, in the opinion of the Council, it is 
advisable to increase if: possible the means 
‘of shelter for cargo boats and sampans during 


the typhoon season,” said that ata recent meet-'| 


ing of the Council, when a member moved the 
adjournment with the idea of reviewing the 
last question, the late Governor said, if a mem: 
ber wished to ventilate a grievance it would be 
more suitable if he did so by bringing it for. 
ward as a definite resolution. It was on that 
ruling that he brought forward the resolucion 
standing in his name. He thought the subject 
of which it treated was one of general interest, 
and it probably recommended itself, in on in- 
definite kind of way, to everybody, He had 
brought it forward in tho hope that it 
would be raised to ‘a region where active 
'sebs might be taken’ to: bring’ about a 
great improvement in the harbour, They 
had of late years been so occupied with 
plague that every other question had been 
relegated into obscurity, and, all their Spare 
money had heen devoted to sanitary improve- 
ments and matters outside ofthat allahsorbing 
topic had had to suffer and remain dormant: 
‘They were now in the happy position of having 
an- abundant revenue, arising, he regretted 
to say, largely from an. evil source—the 
opium. The best ‘thing they could therefore 
do to get square with their consciences on 
that score was to see ‘that they spent the 
money to the best ‘possible advantage, The 
shore going folks had been well-looked after, 
and he now put in a plea for a section of the 
sea-faring population who: could not advance 
their own requirements. [1 was well to re- 
member that the harbour was the reason of 
the existence’ of Europeans, as either 
directly or indirectly they got their living 
from it, The space left. at. present for 
vessels working’ in the ‘stream was not 
very extensive, and it was incumbent’ upon 
them to take care that such working space was 
used to the very best advantage. They well 
knew how work was delayed during typhoon sea- 
sons by boats, having to knock: off and seek 
shelter at the earliest signs of bad weather.: 
‘The present refuge was at Causeway Hay, and 
was too small and, in addition, was silted up. 
He, therefore, ventured to suggest tbat it might 
be dredged out during the next few months 
as there were several dredgers in the harbour 
available either for hire or purchate, All bad 
weather came from the Eastward, and con-« 
sequently bpats had to make for shelter as 
early o8 possible, With a refuge to the West- 
‘ward that would be obviated, and until a 
typhoon actually came, the boats could go on 
working, The time saved—spread over: a 
number of years—would amply compensate for 
the cost of another breakwater, and the idea of 
a western refuge had been advocated by Mr.

_ THE LEPERS. OF CANTON. \ 
Toten Eprronar THe " HoNcKoxG THLEGRAIILS 
Dear Sir,~I have been asked to state more 

definitely the immediate wants’ of the lepers 
referred to in the short appeal I sent a few days 
ago. I shall gladly do this and I am very glad 
that there are some friends of these afflicted 
and suffering people who are sending help. 

, First, there are about 1,0co lepers in the 
village and these are in all Stages of the (liscase. 
Some are without fingers, others without toes. 
Some can walk with difficulty, while others show 
little traces of the disease. In addition to the 
above there‘are several hundred descendants of 
lepers living in the. village, Most of these 
show no traces of the disease, These latter 


-work and earn their own living, But the 1,000 


lepers are wholly dependent on charity, “The 
local goyernment provides 600 out of the 1,000 
with three cents cach per day, This ‘money 
is the interest on some funds subscribed 
several. years ago: by some Chinese. Now 
these three cents do not buy much food 
and goes a very little way'in providing rice for 
the persons who receiveit. The unfortunate 
4oo must bey all their food and clothes, 
and: the other 620 must beg to supplement 
the ‘government grant of three cents. The 
increase in the cost of food has affected 


the lepers in two ways, | They receive less in, 


charity and the money buys. less.’ ‘When the 


‘cold weather comes the lepers cannot move | 


about to beg and they suffer accordingly. Now 
out of this.1,020 at the present time not four 
fifths can getone good meal each day. They 
have no meat, little vegetables and less fish. 
The second meal consists of the rice left from 
the morning meat boiled into a kind of congee. 
The clothes of most of them sre of the poorest ; 
many are without shoes and their bodies 
covered with only some light colton garments, 
With the money already received I have 
bought. a quantity of sweet potatoes and 
some wadded garments, In this way a 
good deal of suffering has been relieved 
and the lepers appreciate ‘what is being done 
for them.. I can only repeat what I said in my: 
Jast letter, The 1,000 lefers are sufferitie from 
want of food and clothes and help must be 


siven or the suffering will increase and many | 


will die from cold and hunger, 
I should say that there is no mission ‘otilty 
supporting this- work nor is help confined to 
those connected with the mission work. ‘All 
are helped according to their need and for no
